WASHINGTON (VOA) 
idea of

He is in a unique position to 
present the inside story of Ro- 
mania’s intellectuals, and the 
train of suicides and arrests that 
have become their lot. Dimit- 
triu’s own choice of exile came 
from “the discovery of solidarity 
with my own people.” His major 
work is *The Boyars,” and his 
latest novel, “Rendezvous at the 
Last Judgment,” has just been 
published by Gallimard in Paris, 
where he now lives.—Editor

One tried 
to tell the strange stories of 
one’s nation, to awaken and 
rescue a small part of humanity 
from nonhistory and from cul- 
tural sleep. 

But it would rot work. One 
was not allowed to do these 
things, The new sect believes 
that people and truth are in- 
finitely malleable. , 

Poets and novelists were 
ordered to describe the reality 
desired by the new masters, to 
work o , ds in .order 
to urge Vitae Bh the activity 
required by the new masters, 
to “educate” the people. The 
world, our imeredibly unhappy 
Eastern world, is becoming an 
educational establish ment. 
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Those who refuse to be educat- 
ed are in prison or have been 
“shot while escaping.” 

Our intellectual, however, 
with his European culture, our 
skeptic or opportunist or even 
our believer in the economic 
conception of history, knows 
that truth does exist. 

It sounds rather a strange 
thing but one of the best ways 
to knowledge of the truth and 
to the knowledge that truth ex- 
‘ists is to be forced to tell lies. 

Lying is of course a rather 
rough word, above all when it 
covers a fine spun, theoretically 
established, all embracing acti- 
vity branching out in all direc- 
tions. Shall we use a more 
polite word: ideology? or shall 
we say: view of life, or creed? 
Yes, but why does the political- 
ly conditioned violation of truth 
play such a large, ever increas- 
ing rt, like a malignant 


gy or whatever it may be? 
Simple Truth 


For me the truth is humble 
and prosaic: a new day dawns; 
I am discontent; my friend is 
in prison; our plant is running 
at a loss; we have two thousand 
manual workers and seven 
hundred office workers record- 
ing all the manual work on 
paper. ‘ 

And then come the Party and 
the Press saying that the rosy 
sun of the future is rising: we 
are all content, even happy and 
enthtsiastic, there are no pris- 
ons, industry is growing at a 
heroic pace. We must fight for 
the success of industry. 

One told oneself: there are 
transitional phenomena,’ the 
birth pangs of a hew world. 
And one said to oneself also: 
do not forget the low cultural 
level and the backwardness of 
former times: a process of lib- 
eralization is under way. 

No sooner had one consoled 
oneself with that illusion, how- 
ever, than a new wave of ter- 
ror set in (how many had 
|there been before this?— one 
|had already lost count). 
| Friends were arrested, friends 
committed. suicide, but you 
|yourself were awarded the La- 
bor Medal, given the State 
Prize and sent to the West on 
propaganda tours. 

You had the prospect of be- 
coming a member of the Aca- 
demy, like the great Sholokhov 
in his own country. You sare 
not getting any younger; old 
age will soon be coming. And 
you have not written a single 
book which presents the plain 
unvarnished and wunmiutilated 
truth In accordance with your 
own modest, if perhaps limited, 
capacity for understanding. 
And you realize that that will 
be impossible to achieve even 
in the foreseeable future. 

And then you escaped, taking 
your country and your friends 
with you in your heart. You 
lost everything in order to save 
at least one thing: truth and 
reality. 

‘In this Western world, with 


growth, in this cree& or ideolo- 


all its inadequacy, all its (per- 
haps merely imagined) tiredness 
and disorder, one can at least 
tell the truth with impunity 
and describe reality as one sees 
it. 

But back home (a fresh and 
unexpected achievement of So- 
cialist society!) one’s relatives, 
children and friends were be- 
ing persecuted because one had 
escaped abroad. 


In the present circumstances 
culture is probably the only 
field in which the Romanian 
people (the total population is 
only 17 million) has something 
to offer humanity. Awakened 
from cyltural slumber around 
1800 and achieving maturity un- 
der French influence in a cen- 
tury and a half, the Romani- 
ans have already produced im- 
portant poets, artists, actors 
and are—or rather, were, 
—about to create works of uni- 
versal significance. 


The Communist revolution 
which was forced on us has 
brought about a strange two- 
faced period in the life of this 
young culture. On the one 
hand, culture is afforded every 
official encouragement: schoo)l- 
ing, art education, libraries, 
cultural centers in_ factories 
and villages, a great increase 
in the number of students who 
now come from much wider 
strata of the population. The

frequency range extending from about 700 to 300,000 cycles 
(By comparison, the frequency range of the 
human ear extends from about 16 to 16,000 cycles per sec-

poises for help. This is a squeal which rises and falls in 
pitch.

This makes them the ‘pro- 
nounced enemies of socialist 
realism and the so-called 
dialectical method in science:

Both writers have only pub- 
lished much weaker” work’ 
every intellectual who lives in 
since then. The same is true 
of the two younger authors, 
Marin Preda and Eugen Barbu. 
Their best books, a novel in 
each case, appeared during the 
“Thaw:” “The Morometzi Fa- 
mily” by Preda n 1954 and 
“The Mine” by Barbu were im- 
mediately withdrawn from sale. 
Both authors have since sunk 
below the high artistic level of 
their earlier works. 

An interesting and active 
writer who had not yet dis- 
covered his true form, Francise 
Munteanu, became a film direc- 
tor. The youngest of the 
group, Titus Popovici, whose 
“Stranger” (1954) and “Thirst” 
(1958) are highly esteemed, 
also appears to have reached 
the end of his possibilities. 

I myself belong to this new 
school of novelists (the first 
air mentioned are around 60, 
the others are nearly 40, and 
Popovicit only 30), which 
emerged about 1948 and the 
violent breaking up of which 
occurred around 1960. I wrote 
my best book, “The Boyars,” 
between 1954 and 1956. I had 
to go into exile in order to con- 
tinue writing at all. 

The intervention of the State 
Publishing House, the -narrow- 
mindedness of the censorshi 
and the open or tacit orehink 
tion of certain subject (no love 
poems, no love novels, no 
elegiac or philosophical poetry)

New Wave of Terror 


Since 1958, however, a new 
wave of terror has erupted, the 
biggest so far.

In most of these cases it was 
not a question of political resist- 
ance to the regime: in some of 
them telling political jokes or 
the fact of being related to 
Romanians living in exile hag 
been the reason for arrest. 

The reservatio mentalis is the 
only hope for those who are 
not in prison. Their public 
statements, their support of the 
regime, what they say and do, 
at home or abroad, however 
conformist and however dis- 
graceful it may be, can mask ‘a 
mute despair and an inner pro- 
test. ‘ 


Mostly this is in fact the case. 
In this matter there is a simple 
rule of probability: the more 
gifted an artist is, the more 
unlikely it is that he is 
genuinely enslaved to the re- 
gime. 

This rule did not apply be- 
fore 1958. Since then, however, 
no Romanian artist has be 
lieved in the continuous liberal- 
ization of the regime but at 
best In a succession of “Thaw” 
and Terror. Moré precisely, it 
is still possible to believe (as | 
myself do), in a process o- liber- 
alization but only in one the 
pace of which is too slow for a 
single lifetime. 

The shock brought about by 
realizing this probability ex: 
plains why in 1958 and. 1959 six 
intellectuals of my ccquaint- 
ance committed suicide and 
why an epidemic of suitides

Japan, Sweden 
Inking Trade Pact 


Japan and Sweden will sign 
a trade agreement tomorrow 
fcllowing three months of nego- 
tiations in Tokyo. 

The Foreign Office will seek 
Cabinet approval of the pact at 
today’s regular Cabinet meet- 
ing. 

The old agreement expired at 
the end of June. 

The new agreement calls for 
(1) the trade agreement to be 
extended another nine months 
until March next year, (2) 
Sweden to liberalize the import 
of woolen yarn (Sweden has re- 
stricted import of secondary 
textile products, sewing ma- 
chines, ceramics and woolen 
yarn from Japan) and, (3)

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a Reply to Khrushchev 


There can be no doubt about the gravity of the situa- 
tioh that has arisen over Berlin nor can there be any doubt 
that it has been caused by Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
although he may have been encouraged to provoke it by 
others whém he does not wish to disappoint or displease. 

The United States, Britain and France have answered 
the Soviet Premier's pretensions by complete rejection of 
the claim that Soviet Russia can abrogate their basic rights 
in Berlin simply by signing a separate peace treaty with 
the Bast German Red regime. As the American note 
points out, there is no reason for a crisis over Berlin. 
“If a crisis develops,” it says, “it is because the Soviet 
Union is attempting to invade the basic rights of others.” 


This American note, which is in reply to the Soviet 
Government's aide-memoire of June 4, is based in firm but 
courteous terms; nevertheless it puts the indisputable facts 
squarely before the Soviet Government. 

It says the United States Government fully concurs with 
the Soviet Government that a peace settlement is long 
overdue. But it says it is clear from the public record 
of efforts on the part of the Western powers to reach 
agreement with the Soviet Union on the terms of such a 
peace settlement that it is the Soviet Union which has 
blocked all progress. “The United States first suggested 
in 1946 that a special commission be appointed to draft 
a German peace treaty,” it goes on. “It has continued 
its efforts throughout all the intervening years but with- 
out avail because of Soviet efforts to obtain special advan- 
tages for itself and the Soviet bloc in any such settlement 
at the expense of a lasting peace.” ? 

After discussing the actual situation in Berlin, the Amer- 
ican note declares that the United States Government 
continues to believe that there will be no real solution of 
the German problems, nor any real tranquility in Central 
Europe, until the German people are reunified in peace 
and freedom on the basis of the universally recognized right 
of self-determination. It is because of this conviction that 
the United States Government, with its allies, has repeated- 
ly proposed solutions for the German problem based on 
these principles—unfortunately without evoking a posi- 
tive response from the Soviet Government. 

As to the oft-expressed fears in the Communist bloc 
about the rearming of West Germany, the note points 
out that the Federal Republic’s foreign and military policies 
accept significant restraints; it has undertaken not to manu- 
facture atomic, chemical and biological weapons, and has 
accepted international control to insure that this pndertak- 
ing is honored, while all the combat forces are completely 
integrated into NATO, which has only defensive—not ag- 
gressive—aims. 


The Radio. Moscow contention that the Western powers 
reaffirmation of their rights in West Berlin are deprived 
of any logic and make no sense cannot hold water with 
anyone who has carefully studied the terms of their reply 
to the Soviet aide-memoire while the further statement 
that perhaps the West does not know that Adenauer does 
not recognize the Oder-Neisse line frontier of Germany 
and that the Bundeswehr is preparing a war of revenge 
is just propaganda. ° 

But so far as the Oder-Neisse line is concerned, we 
may point out that this was agreed to at the Potsdam Con- 
ference “subject to the final peace settlement.” It has 
never been agreed upon as the permanent eastern frontier 
of Germany by all concerned; although it does not follow 
that the Western powers or the German Federal Republic 
will seek to disturb it. 

What is revealed of Soviet thinking is the desire to grab 
as much territory for itself and its Red satellites as pos- 
sible plus a fear of the Germans—a fear doubtless largely 
bred of the fact that Russian’ seek to treat them as the 
underdog. . 

In these circumstances we can only hope that the So- 
viet Premier will heed U.S. President Kennedy’s appeal 
to reconsider his Berlin policy and work with the Western 
nations for a peaceful settlement in Germany. But Mr. 
Kennedy is to take no chances. Next week he plans to 
submit to Congress recommendations for increasing Amer: 
ican military readiness to defend West Berlin if diplomacy 
fails. We can hardly believe that the Soviet Premier is 
prepared to provoke a war on this issue, and, indeed, he 
could hope to gain little from an attempt to use force. 


It is certain that sooner or later the German nation 
will insist on being united and Russian intrigues, and 
threats can hardly prevent them. That this achievement 
of unity will involve the disappearance of the egregious 
Bast German Red regime is equally certain. But even 
Moscow must cut its losses occasionally. Meanwhile, no 
signing of a separate peace treaty with the East German 
regime would bind the Western allies to anything nor cause 
them to recognize the Soviet puppet as a sovereign state. 

But the main issue is plain. The statement issued by 
the Japanese Government on Wednesday, supporting the 
American reply to Soviet Russia, points out that the prin- 
ciple of self<determination, which today is universally re- 
garded as a matter of course, has not been accepted in 
regard to the German people. “We believe,” it adds, 
“that this highly abnormal situation is at great variance 
with the cry for peace and freedom.” : 

We might go further, of course, and insist that the 
Soviet treatment of Germany is not in accordance with the 
principles originally professed by communism’s protagon- 
ists. It originated in, and is being continued by, the fears 
and ambitions of the Soviet Government which cause it 
to shut its eyes to the dictates of international justice.

Sino-Soviet Rift, Its Bearing on East-West Relations Discussed 


Red China and West Berlin 
Were the topics of major con- 


cern. to the columnists last 
week. 
As an aftermath of the al- 


leged Khrushchev letter to his 
Communist brethren denouncing 
Mao for disloyalty and war- 
mongering, Sino-Soviet relations 
were once more in the spot- 
light. Most observers doubted 
the existence of such a letter, 
but there was a general con- 
viction that the rift between 
Peiping and Moscow is far 
from mended. What this will 
mean for East-West relations 
was less apparent. Some writ- 
ers felt the West could best ex- 
ploit the dispute by making 


extraordinary efforts to come to P 


terms with Moscow. Others, the 
majorfty, thought this would be 
naive, and that Peiping and 
Moscow, no matter what their 
differences, would present the 
West with a solid front in any 
power situation likely to devel- 
op in the foreseeable future. 

Some raised the question of 
Red China's admission to the 
United Nations and its recog- 
nition by the United States, but 
the consensus was that there is 
nothing to be gained and much 
to lose in lowering the barriers 
to the Peiping Government at 
this time. 


China Puzzle 


Harry Schwartz, in the New 
York Times, observed that while 
there is much evidence of Sino- 
Soviet discord the question is 
what interpretation can best be 
put on it. One school of “de- 
monologists” holds that the rift 
is a fabrication to encourage 
Western 
along with Khrushchev. The 
illusion, it is held, would aid 
Khrushehev in extracting con- 
cessions from the West on Laos, 
Berlin and disarmament. An- 
other school contends that the 
split is real and that the West 
can. best exploit it by maximum 
negotiation and friendly con- 
tact with Moscow. There is 
even a minor school which ad- 
vocates that the West try to 
woo Peiping away from Mos- 
cow. “In the last analysis it 
will be President Kennedy who 
will have to decide among dif- 
ferent interpretations and 
courses of action.

recent so-called Khrushchev let- 
ter ie probably a phony, the 
Sino-Soviet dispute seerns more 
bitter than ever.

David Lawrence, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, felt that 
to admit Red China to the 
United Nations would be to re- 
ward aggression. And. the 
strange part of it is that there 
is more pressure for it in the 
West and among the neutrals 
than from the Communist bloc. 
There is no sign that Peiping 
really wants a seat in 
the United Nations or wants 
U.S. recognition. Peiping may 
well believe it is more to the 
West's advantage to have rela- 
tions with Red China than vice 
versa. “It would’ not be sur- 
prising if eventually the Red 
Chinese demanded that all 
American and Western ,forces 
be withdrawn from the Far 
East as the price of Red China’s 
acceptance of embassies from 
the Western countries.” 

Gould Lincoln, in the 
Washington Star, deplored self- 
styled “realists” who advocate 
the admission of Red China to 
the United Nations and its re- 
cognition by the United States. 
Washington. should stick to its 
guns in the Unitéd Nations, de- 
spite the pressure from the So- 
viet bloc and the nonaligned 
states. Any talk of knuckling 
under merely helps the process 
along.

George Sokolsky, in the New 
York Journal-American, thought 
Mao quite right, from the Com- 
munist point of view, in reject- 
ing the Khrushchev policy of 
coexistence. Over a long period 
of coexistence, the direction 
within the Communist bloc 
would ard a modified 
capitalism, as it is now in the 
Soviet Union. This would lead 
to more individual freedom, a 
greater peril than war for Red 
China. Mao and Khrushchev 
have fallen apart in their views 
of how to conduct the perma- 
nent revolution. But it is wish- 
ful thinking to hope that the 
West can encourage outright 
conflict between the two Red 
allies. “If a shooting war it 
has to be, it makes more sense 
for the Communists to fight the 
West than to fight each other. 
While Khrushchev wants to 
achieve the permanent revolu- 
tion without war and Mao 
wants to achieve it by war, it 
is nevertheless the permanent 
revolution and not peace that 
both seek.” 


Marquis Childs, in the St. 
Louls Post-Dispatch, said it is 
foolish to believe that the in- 
ternal battle between Peiping 
and Moscow will lead to a real 
break or overt conflict. The 
important point is. that for the 
foreseeable future the two will 
make common cause against the 
Free World. No doubt an in- 
creasingly harsh rivalry is go- 
ing on between the two Red 
centers, chiefly over the nature 


of “peaceful coexistence” and 
the inevitability ef war with 
the West. But this very rivalry 


is forcing Khrushchev into a 
greater militancy than he feels 
is necessary. of safe.

Health Insurance 

The Japan Medical Associa- 
tion is having it too much its 
own way in lis bid to obtain an 
increase in the medical fees un- 
der the health insurance system. 
The association is urged to ex- 
ercise cool judgment on the 
problem, and the Government to 
refrain from taking a bureau- 
cratic attitude toward the as- 
sociation. A statement issued 
by@the association Wednesday 
means in effect that it will not 
examine or treat. patients insur- 
ed under the health insurance 
system and ‘that it will re- 
vert to the old free medical 
enterprise, This means eradica- 
tion of the present health in- 
surance system, and the associa- 
tion intends to carry it out 
without consulting the patients 
or the group of organizations 
administering the system. _ It 
may well imagined how 
dissatisfied the medical’ associa- 
tion must be with the present 
- eonditions of the health insur- 
ance system. We can well un- 
derstand the concern and 
anxiety of physicians who can- 
not treat patients in accordance 


to their conscience because of 
the system. The Government is 
well aware of these defects and 
shortcomings of the system and 
has started to give careful study 
to the improvement of the sys- 
tem. The health insurance sys- 
tem, which is one of the im. 
portant measures of the nation- 
al welfare system, is being ad- 
ministered in accordance with 
the laws concerned and final 
decision on the matter sheuld 
be left to Diet deliberations.—

associations have decided to in- 
struct their members to with- 
draw ‘from the national health 
insurance system.
